Free prices arc j 
nothing hut a measurement of the desires o fj 
people. 
They are in a way plebiscite of w hat; 
people desire. 
The great trouble with our eco- j 
nomic system is that we have interfered with 
the free and natural division of labor and with j 
its recording. 
When prices are artifically con-1 
trolled or manipulated, then the individual has 
no guide as to what society wants done. 
If 
competition is to be eliminated and human ac­ 
tivities are to be regimented, there, then of 
Course, can be no free exchange of opinions nor 
free activity. 
The artificial control of prices 
leads to endless confusion and chaos—leads to 
despotism. 
George Warren, in his hooks on prices, points j 
out that prices tell the farmer’s son whether to i 
be a farmer, a mechanic, a lawyer, a coal j 
miner or what line of work society most wants 
done. 
If prices are free, society, by the re-1 
ward, has a guide for every worker. 
Wages 
nrd he presents 
the figures on sale and things that are the highest at the present j 
substantiate his statements. Prices 
but if prices are free, in a few years, it will 
probably he just the opposite. 
Free prices 
prevent any prices from getting too high. 
The great trouble is that prices have not 
been the guide because public opinion, customs 
and laws have prevented them from being the 
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ti ce and other purposes as the smooth- 
it brings higher prices, 
sting to note that Mr. Smalc
